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Compromising Canadian culture

Two weoks ago, the Canadian 
Radio-Television and Telecommunica- 
tions Commission (CRTC) announced 
that pay-television operators would be 
able to cut their Canadian programm- 
ing content from fifty to thirty percent 
during their prime time hours. Cana- 
dian content requirements during non- 
prime time hours have been reduced 
to twenty per cent. 

This decision has far reaching im- 
plications for both Canadian broad- 
casting and Canadian culture in 
general. Tho Daily spoke to Gertrude 
Robinson, Director of the Graduate 
Program in Communications here at 
McGill, to get her views on the matter. 

Daily: What was your general reac- 
tion to the decision? 

Robinson: It doesn't surprise me 
because this is something that has 



been in the wind for quite a while. 
There has been a long term push on 
behalf of the Canadian broadcast in- 
dustry to get the government to reduce 
the Canadian content ruling. Tho 
reasons given are that there are other 
ways of boosting Canadian content,, 
that it is simply too expensive for 
private broadcasters to produce a lot 
of Canadian content. 

Over the years this has been 
studied, and it has been demonstrated 
that private broadcasting has had dou- 
ble the returns on its income that any 
industry has over had. So that this 
argument that there is not enough 
money has been disproved, I would 
say now for at least two decades. 

Audley, who did a study in the early 
eighties, demonstrates overwhelming- 
ly that if you put money into the pro- 
duction of Canadian programming, as, 



for example, the government has done 
In the film industry though the Film 
Development Fund, Canadians are as 
able as anyone else to produce quality 
programming. So this is an argument 
that has no basis in fact. 

Tho fact is that Canadian private 
broadcasters and Canadian private 
filmakers are not willing to put the 
money into the production of Canadian 
content and the CRTC has never, un- 
fortunately, made rules that would i 
have been an exchange agreement by ‘ 
which, in return for very high profits in 
this industry, a portion of these profits 
would have to be ploughed back into 
the production of Canadian content. 
Only the CBC has been required to do 
that.

On August 28, Judge Martin Spiegel 
of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) ruled that writer 
Margaret Randell be subject to depor- 
tation from the United States on 
December 1, 1986 because her writings 
"advocate tho doctrines of world com- 
munism." 

"An examplo ho gives of my 'com- 
munism' is my criticism of U.S. in- 
tervention in Vietnam," Randall told 
The Daily. 

The case prosecutors, Guadelupe 
Gouzalez and Penny Smith filed a 
memorandum which said that Randall 
with "red pen in hand. ..once wrote of 
Fidel Castro, ‘Half a million people had 
toars in their oyes as they shouted 
their support of this man who is without 
doubt the most humane leader of our 
time.’ Gosh, (sic) Castro, who in 1986 
is swarming Nicaragua, instructing the 
Sandinistas in the torture of political 



prisoners. Castro, who... dispersed 
thousands of human boings to this 
country who have suffered and told of 
the horrors that are the instruments of 
his governance. Yes, Randall has 
perpetuated the myth and the lie." 

Randall has written or edited more 
than 40 books, including Cuban 
Women Now, Sandino's Daughters 
and Spirit ol the People which contains 
interviews with Vietnamese women. 

Randall returned to the U.S. in 1984 
after a 23 year abscenco in Latin 
America. She applied for permanent 
residency — she had given up her U.S. 
citizenship in 1966 — but was refused 
after the INS examined her books to 
see if, on the basis of her political 
beliefs she was excludable under Sec- 
tion 2l2(a)(28) of tho Immigration and 
Nationality Act. 

Prominent writers across the U.S. 
are supporting Randall "tremendous- 
ly" she said. 

“Kurt Vonnegut spoke to a Congres- 
sional Committoo about my case and 
members of PEN America havo sent 
letters to congress," sho added. 



The Center lor Constitutional Rights 
is supporting Randall by filing a lawsuit 
in Washington, D.C. against INS of- 
ficials to challenge the ideological ex- 
clusion clause. The PEN American 
Center and twenty odd writers in- 
cluding Norman Mailer, Arthur Miller, 
Alice Walker and Grace Paley have 
joined the suit as plaintiffs. 

Randall’s application for residence 
is usually a simple procedure. 

"My two children are American 
citizens and so is my husband. Nor- 
mally you apply for residonce and 
three years later you get it — it's 
almost always automatic," sho said. 

Randall's case is not unique. Latin 
Amorican writers Gabriel Garcia Mar- 
quez, Carlos Fuentos and Julio Cor- 
tazar have been kept out of the U.S. 
through the exclusion clause. 

Randall plans to appeal the deci 
sion, so she will not havo to leave the 
country yet. Meanwhile, she will con 
tinue to teach at the University of New 
Mexico and she "writes all the time. 

"Now Star Books — a Vancover 
based publishing house — published a 
book of mine last week," she said. It is 
called,- 'Alborquerquo, Coming Back to 
tho U.S. A.’ 



hurt tho Canadian ‘cultural mausmes' 
by denying them a market for their pro- 
ducts because thoy are not considered 
as desirable? 

Robinson: Exactly. In effect what 
we'ro doing is that we are going to, in 
an even greater manner, use our very 
superior technology, which is on the 
same level as the distribution 
technology found in the United States, 
to distribute foreign produced 
messages and make it impossible for 
our 'home grown talent’ to produce 
messages here. 

Let me give you another example of 
why tho argument that there is not 
enough Canadian programming is 
such a bad argument. Content rulings 
were introduced into the radio industry 
in the early seventies. We had no 
record industry in Canada at that time. 
Since tho mid seventies we have 
developed a thriving record industry 
here in Montréal. (We have seen) the 
establishment of studios that are doing 
very high tech recording and the 
development of a small but qualitative- 
ly good recording industry. All of this 
would never have come about without 
the imposition of Canadian Content re- 
quirements in radio. 

Dally: It seems that tho arguments 
one hears for the deregulation ol 
I ‘cultural Industries' are very similar to 
/he arguments currently floating 
«. around In favour of '/roe trade.' It 
seoms likely that we'll be opening the 
gates for an influx ol American culture. 

Robinson: In that realm we've seen, 
through long history — fifty years 
worth — that if wo do that, as we did, 
for instance, for the US film industry of 
the twenties, the Hollywood film in- 
dustry, we will not have any culture left 
in the very near future. 

Dally: How do you think the cultural 
industries in Canada are developing, 
taking into account the protectionary 
legislation that still exists? 

Robinson: An argument has been 
made that we need to efficiently 
organize, much more than we have, 
the groups of people in Canada that 
produce culture and that it is extremely 
shortsighted to put all the emphasis on 
one institution, namely the CBC in 



broadcasting. Even tho CBC has not 



been supported enough; we could do 



this by giving tho CBC another net 
work, one that would carry nothing but 
Canadian produced cultural program 
ming. This is, of course, somethin 



that tho government, the CRTC, did 



not approvo of 

In othor words, there are a number 



of difterent ways and there have been 
q numbef of b/iefs, (o, (he government 



suggesting that electronic communica- 
tions be divided into vertically orionted 
programming schemes. One would 
have twelve vertically programmed 
channels, one fully news, one fully 
sports, one fully Canadian produced 
cultural content, three English, three 
French, and so on. You could in fact 
reorganize the electronic broadcasting 
scene to include cable and pay TV in 
ways that would protect the capability 
of both to have outlets for Canadian 
produced material, as well as main- 
taining and sustaining tho Canadian 
artists and getting rid of content re- 
quirements. The need for content re- 
quirements, as far as time goes, would 
be eliminated by the vertical program- 
ming format that I described. 

Dally: You said earlier that it scorn- 
ed that Canadians wanted US cable 
channels, and wanted to see Amorican 
films, and so on. II you are trying to 
croato a dosiro to produce and sustain 
a sense of Canadian cultural identity, 
how are you going to overcome this? 

Robinson: This is a question that 
was addressed ten to fiftoen years ago 
by Robert Babe in his study and again 
by Audley's recent study in 1983. 
These studies showed that it was in 
fact not truo that Canadians did not 
want Canadian Content. There aro two 
types of evidence available. 

The first type of evidence is the fact 
that once you have introduced four op- 
tions, namely four American options, 
thoro is no longor any reduction in the 
number of people listening to or wat- 
ching Canadian programming. After 
four, if you introduce a fifth US chan- 
nel, you will essentially have no au- 
dionce for that channel. That moans 
there is always a certain percentage of 
that audienco, it may be around 
twenty-three per cent, that will be wat- 
ching Canadian programming.

Redefining women’s work 



Women’s Work is a multimedia ex- 
hibition sponsored by the Permanent 
Review Committoo on the Status of 
Women in the Concordia Fine Arts 
Faculty. It includes a whole variety of 
works related directly or indirectly to 
the theme — works by women and/or 
about women's work. Out of over 70 
submissions, jurors Nell Tenhaaf and 
Christine York selected 29 artists to be 
represented. To put together a show 
that addresses the topic from as many 
angles as possible, they included 
works by both staff and students of 
Concordia, as well as some by non- 
practicing artists. 

"We made the effort not to tako that 
theme In too restricted a way" says 
Tenhaaf. The resulting artwork ranges 
from professional to experimental, but 
all pieces were chosen for their effec- 
tiveness in raising certain questions 
about Women's Work. This doesn't 
mean the show is a political or even a 
particularly feminist exhibition, though 
some pieces do contain powerful 



feminist messages, including a piece 
by Terri Roberion taken from a 
photograph of a pom queen. 

Instead, Women's Work is designed 
to raise questions about the woman as 
artist and as the subject of art. These 
questions include whether or not a 
woman can get around familiar female 
stereotypes in her own art, and 
whether the fact that a piece is done by 
a woman makes a difference in its sub- 
ject matter or interpretation. The ex- 
hibit also highlights different portrayals 
of women and female sexuality in art. 

The range of responses is Im- 
pressive: from pieces that make use of 
traditional female craftwork, to pain- 
tings and photography (which do or do 
not address women as a subject), to a 
video/ sculptural/ photographic essay 
on women's purses and personalities. 

One impressive piece was Paul Per- 
chal's 'Research On Feminine Postur- 
ing,’ which examines photographic 
representations of women through four 
very different portraits of women. A 
pamphlet given out at the exhibition 
contains the artists' personal percep- 
tions of their art and its relation to the

Bolted above a pair ol enormous

"55 works, fireworks and objects 
which are an expression of Zerozoist 
art and various facet of zérozoism. " 
Zéro Zoo, a native Montréal artist, 
philosopher, and whatever else he 

can think of is holding an exhibition of 
zérozoîst art, music, fashion, and 
culture. It is in the Masonic Temple on 
Sherbrooke and St. Marc, the front 
doors of which havo not boon opened 
since 1920. 

The art on display is extremely 
diverse, devised to reflect as many 
aspects of zerozoist philosophy as 
possible in a limited environment. At 
first impression, the art and humour 
seems mediocre, tongue-in-cheek and 
maybe even pompous. But as an un- 
trained oar can't initially appreciate — 
say the music of Charles Ives, the 
beaux-arts trained art critic would pro- 
bably chuckle heartily at this silly 
upstart. 



This of course is one of the aspects 
of zérozoism and the art that comes 
out of it: freedom of expression, not 
confining oneself, while still trying to 
produce what would be called in- 
telligently executed art. 

According to Zoo, Zérozoism "ex- 
presses life, or at least Zôrozo'ist life." 
It is "complex yet simple, definite yet 
Indefinite, but yet is not just anything, 
and very individual, or it is, 'un état 
d’ospolr’: a mood, an all encompass- 
ing mood," defined only by the porson 
expressing it and the moment it is ex- 
pressed. 

If the last paragraph is confusing, it 
should be. No university professor 
would ever allow such meaningless 
drivel to pass as a true philosophy, at 
least within accepted criterion. 

This is where Zérozoism comes into 
perspective. It is a philosophy without 
criterion, without rules, for rules are 
not inato, but imposed. Zérozoism at- 
tempts to express life purely: not 
through a long succession ol limiting 
logical assertions on empirical 
evidence, but simply (and with much 
more complexity) through the 
language of the human condition, 
primarily emotions and moods. He 
allows himself anything in his art, for if 



he were to not do a specific thing, part 
of the complete expression of himself 
would be lost. 

This philosophy could easily and 
maybe should be labelled pointless, 
for it does not bring anyone closer to 
'the ultimate answer.’ It does, 
however, give the feeling that life 
should not be given boundaries or ex- 
pressed in any one way, but in all 
ways. 

Zérozoism attempts to express the 
individual's experience as completely 
as possible, so as to leave nothing hid- 
den, lost or deemed unimportant. 
Nothing should be missed, especially 
Zéro Zoo himself. The artwork neods 
his explanation. Talk with him, argue 
with him, yell, scream, rant and rave at 
him. but listen to what ho has to say. 
Ho is by far the most complete and in- 
teresting piece of zérozoîst artwork 
there. 

If a bad artist, he is at least an ex- 
tremely open person. If obnoxious to 
talk with, his art is at least diverse, in- 
teresting, and not akin to any other.

Kathleen Perry is credited for most 
of the footwork for the show, the 
largest public event sponsored so far 
by the Committee on the Status of 
Women. The committee was formed in 
1983 to monitor such issues as hiring, 
course content, and treatment of 
women, mostly at Concordia but also 
on women In general. 

Twice yearly they sponsor events 
such as Women's Work to raise 
awareness about the existence of the 
committee and its activities. They also 
provide support for measures intended 
to Improve the status of women at Con- 
cordia, such as new course sugges- 
tions and changes in course content. 

Women's Work is being shown from 
Sept. 15- 26 at the VAV Gallery on the 
ground floor of Concordia’s Fine Arts 
building, 1395 Dorchester Boulevard 
West, from lOhOO to 22h00. Films and 
performance pieces included in the ex- 
hibition will be shown at the same loca- 
tion on Friday Sept.19 at 22h00.

McGill film society must be crazy

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3 controversial film, produced, directed and per- 
formed by white and black South Africans will be 
shown at McGill next Saturday. The Gods Must 
Be Crazy, a propaganda-filled two hours of 
cinematic trash, Is destined to be shown as part 
of the McGill Film Society weekly series. 



Funded by the South African governmbnt and 
falsely listed as being produced In Botswana, the 
film cleverly depicts black people as backward, 
docile, incompetent and most of all Inferior. 



According to Steve Miller and Guy Thompson, 
co-ordlnators of the South Africa Committee, 
"The main characters are South Africans, sug- 
gesting that The Gods Must Be Crazy Is another 
subtle propaganda mechanism of the apartheid 
regime." 

In the McGill Film Society advertisement 
students are asked to come and see 'Timeless 
and beautiful, juxtaposing successfully two ex- 
tremes of modern civilization’. One extreme 
depicted in this film is the twentieth century white 
South African, alert, competent and comfortable 
when confronted by modern technology. 

To the other extreme is the black man, locked 
permanently within his immutable state of ig- 
norance. So ignorant is he that he is unable to 
drive forward. So backward Is he that 'white' 
technology became his god. This Is the picture 
the South African government wants the world to 
see. 

This picture Is a myth. A myth that >nnle 
Owens destroyed in 1936. A myth that McGili 
students destroyed in a campus wide referen- 
dum — a myth that the Board of Governors 
destroyed on November 11, 19BS. If all this oc- 
curred, why show The Gods Must Be Crazy ? 



Film Society organizers claim that their deci- 
sion Is based on persistent demand. I do not 
dispute this, human nature is prone to curiosity. 
What I dislike Is students unknowingly propping 
up the South African regime by paying to see this 
film. 

It is not the Intention of this comment to censor 
what students want to watch. My intent 13 only to 
Inform students, so that they may become in- 
formed consumers. At present, the South African 
government Is attempting to reduce International 
support for South African revolution. One way is 
to produce rubbish, like The Gods Must Be 
Crazy, for the North American consumer. 

As students and consumers we have a special 
responsibility. We must not allow apartheid Into 
McGill through the back door. Apartheid is not 
always blatant, but often veiled. In the words of a 
South African poet, "they no longer practice 
apartheid, it has become a fine art." Whether or 
not It Is clear to the average student, they might 
Just be extending the life of apartheid If they 
choose to go see this film. 

We also know that every day apartheid lingers 
on, it Is another opportunity for a few dozen 
blacks to be Imprisoned, tortured and denied 
elementary human dignity. In making your deci- 
sion to go see this film, It may be wise to take 
council from the former South African Prime 
Minister John Voorster, who said that "every 
sale of South African product Is another brick in 
the wall of our continued existence.” 

We at McGill have a responsibility to deny the 
bricks necessary to uphold apartheid.

Men on wheels _ 



People who drive at excessive speeds or 
under the influence of alcohol are ruining the 
safety of the innocent. 

Last night at approximately 12:30 A.M. I 
witnessed the loss of a human life; yet another 
traffic fatality in our twisted world of fast 
machinery. This was caused by three drunken 
guys, recklessly driving their Mercury Zephyr at 
close to seventy miles an hour. 

At City Councillor's on Ste. Catherine, they 
slammed their car into a restaurant, hitting a 
pedestrian, who was propelled through the glass 
window and thrown against the wall Inside, 
reduced to a twisted mess of flesh and broken 
bones. 

Ambulance drivers who were coincidentally 
parked across the street, were on the scene in- 
stantly and began recusitation on the victim. It 
took forty-five minutes to reach the hospital. The 
man had died instantly. 

I have never seen a dead body. Now I have 
been witness to the most obscene act of un- 
natural violence I could ever have imagined. How 
am I supposed to feel? If that car had swerved 
the starbord rather than to the port side, my 
roommate and I would have been the victims. 

Instead we are alive and well, and some 
unlucky bystander is no more. 

Since 1979, Impaired driving charges and traf- 



fic fatalities have slightly decreased. In 1979, 
5,764 people died In motor-vehicle accidents. 
That number has now decreased to 3,973 in 
1984. This is not enough. 

There were 141,911 driving-while-impaired of- 
fences calculated in 1984. That number has 
decreased by 4.3% since 1979. According to 
Statistics Canada, males accounted for 94.8% of 
these charges In 1979 and 92.3% In 1984. This 
is obviously a reflection of how men are taught to 
behave: tough, agressive and macho. When put 
behind the wheel, these characteristics can be 
deadly. 

What I saw last night was not death, for that to 
me should be peaceful and natural. What I saw 
was a life taken away in the most violent way im- 
aginable. This was not a television cop show 
where a guy takes a bullet in the chest and then 
crumples to the ground. This was a human be- 
ing, as real as you or me, sent hurtling through a 
window and Into a wall leaving a ten-inch deep 
dent and a stream of blood behind. 

To me this Is nothing but cold-blooded murder 
and if these guys walk back out onto the street I 
will break down and cry. I have to believe they 
will receive due justice and have an eternity to do 
nothing but think about their deed. I must feel 
that way. 

Life taken away and nothing else.

A heavy, driving drumbeat, acrid guitar 
riffs cutting In and out, howling, dark lyrics 
tensely delivered.

(DAFP)'s first album, Dead in Love. 

Their style varies madly, moving from the 
gothic ‘Lips of the Cross,’ or ‘Idols of Faith,’ 
to the talking headsy 'Ecstasy.' Their almost 
heavy metal 'Black Wine' glides smoothly in- 
to an industrial rendition of Léo Ferrô’s 'La 
Solitude.' Their ability to move smoothly from 
danceable death rock to other more inaccesi- 
ble musical forms makes it very difficult for 
one to not liko at least one song on the 
album. 

DAFP and Psyche Industry, a local record 
label, held a record-launch party at Le Spec- 
trum last Monday. Admission was free, and 
the place was packed. 

Ian Stephens, the group’s lyricist and 
singer, spoke to The Dally after the show. He 
outlined his philosophy of performance, say- 
ing "I like to entertain, to provoke, and I like 
people to get into the act. 

"If I was a single 'man,' I want them to see 
a 'man' up there — not me — a 'man' who 
can grab hold of some of the pain, and 
agony, or ecstasy, and hang on to it for a 
while.

One of his most poworful pieces was a 
poem called 'Chant for Monk', dedicated to 
Beat Generation pianist Tholonious Monk: 

BoBopRoBopBoBopRoBop HighBop 
maybe now tho pain will stop 
they say Monk is dead 

Audience reaction was mixed, possibly 
because dub isn’t always immodiatoly ac- 
cessible. It was also early into tho show, and 
the audience had not yet warmed up. 

That job was accomplished by Kali and 
Dub Inc. This five member band is an 
amalgam of Dub U5, Dub Inc., and one ex- 
member of Montréal ska band Double 
Agent. This combo has warmed up for the 
likes of UB40, Mesaenjah, and Gregory 
Isaacs. Their music is the sort of pleasing, 
accessible reggae characteristic of UB40, 
and yet it retained a political character with 
songs like 'The struggle must go on' and 
■Revolution’s in the air.' The crowd that had 
started out rather tame had filled the dance 
floor by tho end of the set. 

The music halted briefly while Chengiah 
Ragavon, exiled member of the African Na- 
tional Congross and Professor of Sociology 
at Concordia University spoke about South 
Africa. 

Ragavon challenged anyone who would 
accuse the ANC of being a terrorist 
organization. He accused them of "not 
reading history, or if they have, it was history 
written by imperialists." 

Ragavon pointed out that tho ANC pur- 
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sued a policy of non-violence for fifty years in 
tho lace of escalating oppression by the 
South African regime. 

Ho ended his speech with an invitation: 
"We will remember this night and when wo 
have attained our froedom we invito you to 
visit us!" 

"Tho systom called Apartheid must fall!” 
demanded tho lead singer ol tho Swinging 
Relatives before launching into a high 
powered set that showed why thoy are the 
masters of Montréal ska. They didn't limit 
themselvos just to that, howovor, pulling off a 
fow reggae and salsa tunes with con- 
siderable finosso. The audience reaction was 
improssive and there was nary room for an 
elbow on tho dance floor. 

By the time Jah Cutta and Determination 
camo on it was past midnight and many peo- 
ple had already left. Those who stayed were 
troalod to a solid show, although the enorgy 
was a bit lower than in some olher shows I'vo 
seon. They are, unfortunately, still using 
electronic drums (blasphemy!). We can only 
hope. 

All in all tho show was a success on all 
fronts and we will probably bo seeing a low 
more of those benefit concerts in the future. 
The music world could do a lot worse.

produced or not foreign produced 
material. Canadians, like most other 
people, very rarely want to watch 
foreign produced programming in the 
news, Information, and foreign affairs 
domain. In other words, there is a very 
small minority of Canadians, less than 
ten per cent, that watch the news pro- 
duced by Americans. Most, ninety per 
cent, watch news and foreign affairs- 
type things that are Canadian produc- 
ed. 

The second area where Canadians 
want to watch Canadian produced 
material is In sports. The percentages 
here are not, however, as high as they 
are in the news. It is only In the area of 
entertainment where English Cana- 
dians want to watch American produc- 
ed programming, to the tune of seven- 
ty per cent American, thirty per cent 
Canadian. Quebecers do not have as 
high an interest in American produced 
material, the division there being about 
sixty-fourty. 

The point here is that one has to 
make distinctions between kinds of 
content and Interest and one cannot 
deduce, simply because of English 
Canadians preference for American 
entertainment programming, that there 
are no Canadians interested in any 
Canadian programming. 

Dally: That seems to be the excuse 
used by the networks. How do we ad- 
dress the entertainment problem? 

Robinson: In the entertainment 
area, we are no different from the 
Europeans who also like American 
programming, who watch Dallas with 
the same avidity we do. I think there Is 
a slickness, a tremendous Investment, 
double to triple the amount of money 
available for producing entertainment 
shows in comparison to Canada and 
the CBC. I think this is something that 
people around the world, not only 
Canadians, have learned to appreciate 
through the film Industry, through wat- 
ching Hollywood films. So what has 
happened to us here is that we have 
aquired a filmic literacy that is very 
strongly Influenced by American film 
traditions and that this literacy is found 
In other places too and I guess there Is 
no way really to turn that around. 

I do believe, however, that there is a 
requirement that not only the majority 
tastes be satisfied, but that the tastes 
and interests of other groups In the 
population. In Canada we have a very 
large immigrant population, Im- 
migrants from non-Anglo- 
Saxon/European backgrounds who 
have totally different cultural traditions 
that are not yet represented In the 
Canadian cultural mix and It seems to 
me that that Is an area where when we 
talk about a mosaic culture we're go- 
ing to have to make some parts of that 
mosaic programming of a different 
nature from what we have now. 

I believe that the public broadcasting 
goals In Canada as well as In Western 
Europe should contain a responsibility 
to broadcast to all interest groups 
within their particular realm. This can 
be done through a variety of different 
regulations. In Holland, for example, 
the variety of different political group- 
ings and the access they have to air 
time for talking about their view on 
politics Is determined by the percen- 
tage of the population that they repre- 
sent. Here we don’t have access re- 
quirements like Holland, we hove 
simply left it to the good will of the 
CRTC to program accross a broad 
spectrum of interest and populations.
